27-lTC(PNV05, dated the 14th April, 196.5 setting out the conditions applicable to 
import licences issued from Ist April, 1965 onwards against U.S. AID Non-Project 
Loans, 

2 The following amendments to the aforesaid Public Notice are notified: — 

I. In the Appendix: 

In Cl.iUse (XIIIl, delete the full stop at the end of the .second sentence and 
add the words “or the Ministry of Transport’s Forwarding Agents 
in U.S.A., namely M/s. Dy.son Shipping Company. 17, Buttery Place, 
New York-4, N.Y.” The second .sentence, as thus amended, will now 
read as follows: — 

If, however, no suitable Indian Vessel Is available at competitive and 
reasonable rates, a non-availahillty certificate about Indian Vessels 
should be obtained by the Importer/Supplier from the Secretary 
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Shipping Coordination Committee Ministry of Transport, New 
Delhi (Cable- Transchart) or the Ministry of Transport’s Forward¬ 
ing Agents In U.S.A., namely, M/s. Dyson Shipping Company, 17, 
Battery Place, New York-4, N.Y.". 

II. In Annexure I (List o/ Eligible Items'): 

(i) against Serial Mo. 21, In column 4 (special conditions), for the words, 
“See Annexure VII’’, substitute the words, ‘‘See Annexure Vlll” 

(11) against Serial No. 28, in Column 3, for “(a) Primary Forms” substitute 
‘‘(a) Primary Forms, including Scrap’’ and in Column 4, against the 
item (a) of column 3, insert the words “See Annexure VlII’. 

(Hi) against Serial No, 29, in column 3, for “(a) Primary Forms”, substitute 
“(a) Primary Forms, including Scrap” and. In Column 4, against Item 
(a) of Column 3, insert the words “See Annexure VIII”. 

III, In Annexure 'VIII (special conditions applicable to certain items of import): 

After item 10, insert the following additional ftem: — 

“11. Copper Scrap and Copper Base Alloy Scrap (Included In Code 
Nos, G92 and 693). 

If the Import licence authorises import of copper scrap and/or copper base alloy 
scrap, the Importer should take care that. In the "Notice to U.S. Business” sub¬ 
mitted by him, the description of the scrap Is stated In terms of Circular NF-58 of 
the National Association of Secondary Material Industrle.s, Inc., (NASMI). (This 
does not, however, imply that the procurement should be effected from a member 
of the NASMI only). 

The contract concluded by the Importer with the U.S, Supplier must stipulate 
that the supplier’s Invoices and certifications as well as all shipping documents 
should carry the NF-58 classification. The contract should also stipulate, inter alia 
for the production by the U.S. supplier of (1) an Inspection certificate from a duly 
recognised inspection firm certifying that the commodity has been inspected at the 
pier and conforms to the NF-58 specifications for the re.spectlve Code name and (il) 
a certificate signed by the U.S. supplier to the effect that before arranging the 
Inspection, he nad ascertained from the AID, Washington that the inspection firm 
referred to above Is acceptable to the AID,” 

Subject: —Import Policy for April 1965 —March 1966 —Annual licensing conditions. 

No. 50-ITC(PN)/65,—Attention is invited to condition (b) stipulated In para 7.3 
of Section I of the Red Book for the period April 1965—March 1966, in terms of 
which In the ease of licences valued over Rs. 5,000/-, the licensee shall be entitled 
to order shipment of goods to the extent of 50 per cent only of the value of the 
licence upto 30th November, 1965, and the licensee shall not enter into any irrevo¬ 
cable commitment In respect of the balance .50 per cent of the value of the licence 
upto 30th November 1965. 

2. It has been decided that the existing condition (b) in the above para may be 
deemed to have been amended as under: — 

“(b) In the case of licences valued over Bs. 5,000/-, the licensee shall be 
entitled to order shipment of goods to the extent of Stt per cent only 
of the value of the licence upto a period of six months from the date 
of issue of the licence, and the licensee shall not enter into an.y irrevo¬ 
cable commitment in respect of the balance ,50 per cent of the value of 
the licence within the period of .six months from the date of issue of 
the licence.”
